WHAT  IS  DEMOCRACY?  WHERE  IS 
THE  PARTY?  WHAT  IS  DDT Y? 

God  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of 
men  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth.  Love 
thy  neighbor  as  thyself. — Bible. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that 
all  men  are  created  equal ;  that  they  are  en¬ 
dowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalienable 
rights  ;  that  among  these  are  Life,  Liberty  and 
the  pursuit  of  Happiness.  That  to  secure  these 
rights  governments  aj  e  instituted  among  mea, 
deriving  their  just  powers  I  rom  the  consent  of 
the  governed. — Declaration  of  Independence. 

We,  the  People  of  the  United  States,  ik  ore- 
DEK  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish  jus¬ 
tice,  insure  domestic  tranquilliiy, provide  for  the 
eornmon  defence,  promote  the  general  tvelfare, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  LIllEHTY  to  our¬ 
selves  and  our  posterity,  do  orda  in  and  establish 
this  Constitution  for  the  United  Slates  of  Amer¬ 
ica. — Constitution  of  the  V.  S. 

All  men  are  born  equally  free  and  indepen¬ 
dent,  and  have  certain  natur.al,  inherent  and 
unalienable  rights,  among  which  are  those  of 
enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty  ;  acquir¬ 
ing  possessing  and  protecting  property  ;  and 
of  pursuing  and  obtaining  safety  and  happi- 

All  power  is  inherent  in  the  people  ;  all  free 
governments  are  founded  in  their  authority  and 
instituted  for  their  benefit ;  they  have  therefore 
an  unalienable  and  indefeasible  right  to  institute 
government,  and  to  alter,  reform,  or  totally 
change  the  same,  when  their  safety  and  happi¬ 
ness  require  it. — -Constitution  of  Maine. 

Here  are  the  foundation  principles  and  ob¬ 
jects  of  Demooratio  Government — a  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  people  as  equals,  for  their  own 
welfare.  The  rule  is  that  of  natural  justice,  a 
sense  of  which  is  instinctive  in  every  heart. — 
The  end  is  the  protection,  not  the  hestowment  of 
rights,  which  are  God  given.  And  these 
Rights  being  equal,  are  above  all  prescription. 
The  mighty  logic  of  the  Revolution— RIGHTS 
ABOVE  constituted  POWER,— the  su¬ 
premacy  of  Liberty  over  all  human  authority — 
the  absolute  nullity  of  law  against  Liberty — the 
absolute  limitation  of  civil  power— the  People 
above  all  constitutions  or  other  forms  of  civil 
power— their  prerogatives  equal— their  Tiappi- 
ness  equal- no  monopolies— no  aristoeraeies — 
God  Supreme  and  Humanity  Equal  ;  These 
are  the  sublime  principle*  of  true  Democracy 
written  first  in  blood,  then  transcribed  into  all 
the  organic  forms  of  our  political  life.  They 
are  our  glory,  our  life,— to  which  as  a  people 
we  solemnly  vowed  perpetual  fidelity  for  our¬ 
selves  and  our  children.  By  them  we  stand  — 
with  them  we  fall. 

AVhoever  belieites  these  principles  and  makes 
them  the  law  of  his  conduct, is  a  democrat.  W  ho- 
eyer  does  not  is  NOT  a  democrat,  call  himself 
what  he  may.  And  the  duty  of  American 
democrats  is  to  maintain,  expand  into  [iractioal 
application  and  carry  out  these  principles  into 
all  the  details  of  civil  life.  Is  the  party  calling 
itself  Democratic  doing  this  in  good  faith  ?  It 
began  under  Jefferson  as  the  anti- slavery  patty 
of  the  country.  So  its  votes  in  Congress  show  . 
o  the  sentiments  of  its  leader,  and  the  territor¬ 
ial  policy  of  slavery  prohibition  established  by 
him,  fully  demonstrate.  Has  the  party  been 
faitfiful  to  its  mission,  or  has  it  gradually  yield¬ 
ed  to  the  serpent-charms  of  power, apostatized, 
and  is  now  found  in  the  close  embrace  of  ty¬ 
ranny,  laboring  to  strangle  the  old  principles 
which  gave  u.s  lifer  This  is  a  momentous 
inquiry,  which  demands  a  most  earnest  investi¬ 
gation  by  every  member  of  lliat  parly.

Here  is  a  portion  of  the  Baltimore  Platform 
upon  which  the  party  rests  It  is  the  law  of 
the  present  administratinn.  Gen.  Pierce  said 
of  it;

We  venture  to  say  that  the  like  of  tliis  has 
never  been  seen  since  the  discovery  of  the  art 
of  printing,  unless  it  was  in  the  national  whig 
convention.  No  American  can  read  it  without 
a  blush  of  shame,  and  deep  concern  for  popular 
freedom.  The  men  are  not  yet  all  in  their 
graves  who  won  our  liberties  with  llieir  bipod,

Will  not  democrats  in  Maine’review  the  prin¬ 
ciples  which  by  their  party  relations  they  en¬ 
dorse  ?

The  removal  of  Wholesale  slave  pens  across 
the  river  at  Washington,  and  the  perpetuity  of 
slaverj’  and  retail  slave  tradingln-  the  District : 

Federal  slaveeatching,  without  competent 
Judge,  Jury  or  Witness,  or  Habeas  Corpus  ; — 
by  which  a  citizen  of  Maine,  by  two  southern 
blacklegs,  may  be  torn  in  an  hour  from  home, 
wife  and  children,  and  hurled  into  perpetual 
slavery  against  the  testimony  of  every  other 
citizen  in  the  State  :  (This  is  “State  rights”  il¬ 
lustrated  !) 

The  right  f/jHs  purchased  of  admitting  the  free 
State  of  California  into  the  Union, — and  the 
danger  imminent  that  the  sleepless  slave  power 
will  yet  succeed  in  transforming  it  into  a  slave 
State  : 

As  the  purport  of  the  whole — An  alliance, of¬ 
fensive  and  defensive  with  American  Despot¬ 
ism,  in  consideration  of  party  and  personal  pat- 

Here  is  a  true  and  just  statement  of  that  pol¬ 
icy  which  lies  at  the  basis  and  enters  vitally  into 
the  whole  structure  of  the  democratic  party. — 
Whoever  suppor(g  it  supports  such  treasonable 
and  wicked  principles.  Must  not  this  course 
of  things  be  arrested  ?  Has  not  the  question 
already  clearly  arisen,  whether  the  old  docl 
trines  of  the  Deelaratirn  and  avowed  objects 
of  the  Constitution,  shall  be  maintained  or  giv¬ 
en  up  i  Whether  the  hopes  of  a  True  Demo¬ 
cratic  government  shall  be  clung  to  or  aban¬ 
doned  r  Look  at  no  less  autliorative  a  document. 


The  President  of  the  United  States  in  his 
Inaugural  of  last  March,  besides  agreeing  with 
the  Platform  to  “resist”  whatever  opposed  slave¬ 
ry,  “cheerfully”  takes  it — all  gory  —  into  the 
family  as  a  legitimate  child  of  American  De¬ 
mocracy  : 

“  I  believe  that  involuntary  servitude,  as  it 
exists  in  the  different  States  of  this  confedera¬ 
cy,  is  recognized  dytheconstitution.  I  believe 
that  it  stands  LIKE  ANY  OTHER  ADMIT¬ 
TED  RIGHT,  and  that  the  States  where  it  ex¬ 
ists  are  entitled  to  efficient  remedies  for  enforc¬ 
ing  the  constitutional  provisions.  I  hold  that 
the  laws  of  1840,  commonly  called  the  com¬ 
promise  measures  ate  strictly  constitutional,  and 
to  be  unhesitatingly  carried  into  effect.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that,  the  constituted  authorities  of  this  repub¬ 
lic  are  bound  to  regard  the  rights  of  the  south  in 
this  lespect,  as  they  would  view  Asr  other  le¬ 
gal  and  constitutional  rights,  and  that  the  laws 
to  enforce  them  should  be  respe$led  and  obeyed, 
not  with  a  reluctance  encouraged  by  abstract 
opinions,  hut  cheerfully.  Such  have  hern, and 
arejny  convictions,  and  upon  them  I  shall  act.’ 

Here  we  believe  for  the  first  time  a  President 
of  the  United  States,  in  announcing  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  his  administration,  besides  sneering  at 
the  principles  of  liberty  as  "abstract  opinions,' 
unequivocally  and  in  e.vplicit  terms  adopts  the 
doctrine  which  J.  C.  Calhoun  labored  for  30 
years  to  incorporate  into  the  government, 
and  admits  the  monstrous,  pagan  system 
of  Southern  Slavery  upon  the  common  plat¬ 
form  of  National  Institutions  !  There  he  de¬ 
mands  for  it  equtilrespect,  and  pledges  to  it 
impartial  solicitude  and  care. 

On  this  ground  the  south  resisted  the  Wil- 
mot  Proviso  at  unconstitutional,  unjust,  and  a 
usurpation  ; — that  no  discrimination  against  its 
tyranny  should  be  made  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  but  that  it  should  he  embraced,  cherish¬ 
ed,  and  incorporated  among  the  organic  ele¬ 
ments  of  our  national  life. 

To  that  bastard  doctrine  the  party  yielded, 
and  it  now  constitutes  a  fundamental  principle 
of  American  Democracy .  Slavery  is  placed  by 
the  side  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce,  and  all 
discouragement  or  limitation  must  be  deemed 
as  unlawful  in  respect  to  one  as  the  other.  In¬ 
deed,  it  is  exalted  far  above  all  other  proprie¬ 
tary  rights;  for  where  a  horse  runs  away  to  a 
neighbor’s  field  he  is  simply  to  let  the  owner 
prove  property  and  take  .it  away.  But 
when  slave  property  runs  away  the  Nation,  by 
the  Fugitive  Act  to  which  the  Message  particu¬ 
larly  refers,  must  bear  the  shame  of  hunting, 
seizing,  giving  up,  carrying  hack  the  weeping 
victim ; — “all  good  citizens”  must  aid  if  called 
upon  ;  not  a  crust  of  bread  must  be  given  know¬ 
ingly  to  aid  the  escape  when  pursued,  on  pain 
of  $1,000  and  six  months  imprisonment;  then 
the  People  are  taxed  to  foot  the  bills.  This  is 
democracy  as  it  ii ',  and  this  the  present  admin¬ 
istratinn  is  fully  pledged  to  carry  out. 

The  true  position  of  the  party  can  be  seen  by 
comparing  the  Platform  with  the  Inaugural, 
one  opposes  whatever  is  anti-slavery,  the  other 
supports  slavery,  and  both  have  tne  same  aim. 

Fellow  citizens,  is  this  genuine  Democracy  ? 
Can  we  consent  to  have  these  fatal  principles 
established  in  our  government  r  Are  you  will¬ 
ing  that  the  country  of  Washington,  Jefferson, 
and  Ad.ims,  whatever  States  may  do,  should 
make  it  one  objeet  of  its  existence  to  uphold 
oppression  and  crime  i  Do  y^u  believe  its  gov¬ 
ernment  -was  intended  to  be  a  grand  National 
slavchanting  ?  Where  -will-where 
atialt  anch  dMwrwntyineiplea  land  us  r  Tlwy 


arc  an  insult  to  freemen,  a  libel  on  our  fothers, 
and  must  be  scoufed  with  indignant  contempt 
by  every  lover  of  his  country.  Think  of  it.- 
The  right  to  rob,  plunder,  sell,  mortgage,  pawn 
_ Lnmortal  Men,  Women  and  helpless  Child¬ 
ren,  (lor  this  is  slavery)  “stands,”  .says  the 
Prcside.at,  "like  any  other  admitted  right  !'  ’  The 
ritrht  to  tear  families  and  hearts  asunder, annihi¬ 
late  marriage,.,whip,  lorture,  and  debase  to  the 
verge  of  brutalitr,  “stands"  in  our  government 
“  like  any  other  admitted  right,  and  I  shall  so 

But  it  is  said  the  constitution  "recognizes” 
slavery.  It  says  no  such  thing  ;  and  if  it  did 
mere  recognition  imparts  no  rights.  The  bible 
recognizes  a  devil,  but  that  gives  him  no  rights. 
If  the  States  are  prohibited  from  proteoiiiig  fu¬ 
gitives  and  required  to  give  them  up  like  stray 
horses,  that  confers  no  shadow  of  power  or  ob¬ 
ligation  on  the  general  government,  and  ■  strict 
con-struotion”  forbids  the  assumption.  Besides, 
they  are  required  to  give  up  at  all  only  those  who 
are  "held  to  service  or  labor”  by  State  laws;  and 
Senator  Mason  of  Ga.,  frankly  admitted  three 
years  ago  in  the  Senate, thati'*noslaves|were  thus 
held.”  Slave  law  makes  them  property,  not 
debtors.  The  law  no  more  holds  them  to  "la¬ 
bor”  than  it  holds  an  ox  W  labor.  Consequent¬ 
ly  the  constitution  does  not  describe  slaves,  and 
they  oui! lit  not 'to  he  given  up  at  all.  But  if 
they  are  it  is  the  duty  of  Slate.s,  not  of  the  na¬ 
tion.  'I'he  fugitive  act  then  is  as  baseless  as  it 
is  atrocious,  yet  it  is  a  leading  element  of  the 
democratic  faith. 

It  is  said  that  a  portion  of  the  slaves  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  federal  representation  ;  it  is  admitted. 
But  they  are  thus  included  not  as  slaves,  but  as 
population,  the  same  precisely  as  other  people, 
for  the  s.sme  legiiimate  objects  of  government, 
and  not  that  slavery  should  thereby  secure 
rights.  Putting  a  stone  into  one  end  of  the  bag 
does  not  oblige  the  miller  to  grind  it  into  meal. 

It  is  said  the  general  government  is  bound  to 
suppress  insurrection;  we  answer — certainly’so, 
north  and  south,  and  by  equitably  removing  the 
original  Cause.  The  more  there  is  of  such  sup¬ 
pression  as  this  the  better.  The  pretense  then 
that  slavery  is  an  integral  element  and  object  of 
our  -national  life,  is  a  groundless,— a  fatal  as¬ 
sumption,  which  if  not  arrested  will  kill  the 
Democratic  Principle,  and  pervert  what  should 
be  the  best  government  on  earth  into  the  worst 
despotism.  Mr  Madison  .«aid  it  was  “wrong 
to  admit  into  the  constitution  the  idea  that  there 
could  be  property  in  man,”  aijd  every  word  im¬ 
plying  that  abhorrent  idea  was  carefully  ex- 
cludi  d.  The  Revolution  was  based  on  the 
doctrine  of  “inalienable  rights"— rights  totally 
beyond  the  reach  of  constituted  power.  Yet 
the  Democratic  party  maintain  that  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  man-property  is  one  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  government;  they  hold  the 
saaie  ground  on  .this  vital  point  of  personal 
rights  as  the  Tories  of  1776,  and  the  Pre,sident 
declares  that  he  will  fully  carry  out  the  princi¬ 
ple  in  his  administration.  Here  stands  the 
demooratio  party  of  the  country.  Must-  it  not 
be  arrested  ?  Is  it  not  on  a  wrong  fraok  r— 
Where  in  Austria  ean  worse  principles  be  found? 

But  it  may  be  asked,  Does  the  party  in  this 
State  stand  upon  such  a  basis  ?  Hoes  its  can¬ 
didate  for  Governor  represent  it  ?  We  have 
space  to  refer  Only  to  its  late  large  Convenlion, 
where  the  following  among  other  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted;  and  resolutions  of 
similar  import  have  been  passed  by  the  party  in 
N.H.,  Yt.,  N.  Y  ,  and  other  States  : 

“  Resolved,  That  we  sincerely  rejoice  In  the 
late  Congressional  adjustment  of  the  slavery 
controversy,  which  so  recently  disturbed  tho 
harmony  and  divided  the  democratic  party, and 
regard  all  past  differences  growing  out  of  that 
agitation,  as  merged  in  the  terms  of  reeoneilia- 
•  tion  mutually  agree  upon  by  the  delegates  to 
the  late  Baltimore  Convention  and  proclaimed 
in  the  resolutions  of  that  body,  which  affirms 
the  compromise  measures  as  a  final  settlement 
of  that  unprofitable  and  distressing  controversy, 
and  discountenance  any  and  all  further  attempts 
to  revive  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  principles  enunciated  by 
the  l^resident  in  his  Inaugural  address,  meet 
our  distinct  and  unqualified  approval.”, 

Here  the  Compromise,  the  Baltimore  Plat¬ 
form,  and  the  Inaugural,  are  all  specially  en¬ 
dorsed,  and  whoever  votes  for  its  candidates, 
votes  for  the  principles  involved.  He  cannot 
help  it  if  he  would.  And  the  grand  MOTIVE 
for  that  servile  and  foul  compromise,  perhaps 
inadvertently  is’here  confessed.  “  The  slavery 
controversy  disturbed  the  harmony  of  the  ossto- 
cratic  party.”  That  they  say  is  what 
was  so  “  distressing.”  The  cry  of  "  dissolution 
of  the  Union,"  was  of  course  only  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  patriotism  of.  the  people  to  bar¬ 
ter  their  rights,  and  the  liberties  of  the  country 
for  patty  capital.  Hon.  John  P.  Hale  publicly 
declared  that  be  never  found  but  one  man  at 
Washington  who  ever  believed  the  Union  was 
in  danger,  and  that  was  Gen.  Cass,  who.se  alarm 
dated  from  1848  !  And  so  rigidly  are  these 
principles  of  slavery  carried  out  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  that  the  Washinylon  Union  says  : 

"It  is  a  remarkable  fact,  that  no  single  man  of 
all  those  appointed  by  him  (the  President)  is 
pointed  out,  or  can  be  pointed  out,  who  does  not 
stand  upon  the  Baltimore  platform  ." 

The  momentous*  fact  then  should  be 
deeply  considered  by  every  real  democrat,  that 
so  far  have  the  principles  of  liberty  been  repu¬ 
diated  in  the  government  that  no  man  can  hold 
a  considerable  office  under  it  who  does  not  en- 
d  irse  the  Nationality  of  Slavery,  sustain  .slave- 
hunting,  and  every  other  demand  of  the  slave 
power.  And  slaveholders  hold  in  their  own 
hands  a  vast  majority  of  the  important  offices 
of  the  country.  So  absolute  is  the  control  of 
that  power  over  congress,  that  in  the  case  of 
the  fugitive  act  it  forced  the  previous  question 
upon  the  House  as  soon  as  it  was  introduced, 
which  sealed  every  man’s  lips,  then  drove  it 
through  with  only  30  northern  votes  in  its  fa¬ 
vor,  27  of  them  democrats,  (?)  3  from  Maine, 
and  the  rest  it  drove  from  the  House.  They 
scattered  like  frightened  sheep  ;  and  after  the 
deed  was  done  it  was  moved  to  notify  them 
that  danger  was  passed  and  they  could  return  ! 


-creation  of  law,  and  can  only  come  of  enlight- 
ed  obedience,’  ^e  fully  endorse.  The  idea  in 
our  ‘  declaration  ..of  Independence’  that  -  all 
men  are  ercaled  equal'  has  been  unwarranta 
bly  misMustrued  and  perverted.  The  freedom 
of  men  is  determined  by  the  government  under 
which  they  are  born,  or  under  which  they  may 
live.

This  war  of  Slavery  upon  the  democratic 
principle  is  seen  in  the  popular  parly  press. 
The  Old  Declaration  itself  is  scouted.  The 
Washington  Union,  th^  organ  of  the  party, 
often  speaks  thus  ; 

"  What  are  termed  freedom  and  equality  are 
necessarily  determined  in  any  given  society  or  com¬ 
munity  by  the  varying  influences  of  origin  and 
caste,  age,  numbers,  geographical  position,  and 
contact  with  other  societies  or  communities ;  and 
the  gradual  appearance  of  laws  and  institutions 
is  the  result  rather  of  the  necessities  of  such 
ponditiona  than  of  the  suggestions  of  an  orig- 
inal  phiiogjjpgie  stamterd  of  what  m-ay  be  call- 
ed  the  the  highest  reason.  Thus  the  terms 
Liberty  and  Freedom  are  net  in  themselves  ea- 
a^««„dard^/i!cA  excludes  the  idea  of 

And  the  Bath  Times  thus  argues  with  the 
tones  of  the  Revolution  ; 

“  That  ‘  there  is  no  practical  faith  in  the  dem- 
agogm  nonsense  that  all  men  are  born  free,  but  a 
widely  diffused  knowledge  Ihta  freedom  is  the  j 


iiuiaeoieni.  or  Che  organ  ol  i-ne  e.  o  trovern- 
ment  to  the  most  absolute  despotism  on  earth, 
and  to  the  murderer  of  Hungary.  A  long  ar¬ 
ticle  in  praise  of  Russia  closes  thus  ; 

“  In  the  character  of  its  RULERS,  Russia 
has  been  singular! V  PORTUN.ATE.  Whal ev¬ 
er  opinion  may  be  entertained  of  the  Russian 
Government  in  ,in  abstract  view,  it  is  idle  to 
deny  the  energy  of  its  adminisiration,  and  IT-S 
PERFECT  adaptation  TO  THE  CON¬ 
DITION  OF  'rilE  NATION." 

Again, — “  The  I.ystitution  of  Slavery  has 
been  na  enormity  in  per  eyes.  She  has  never 
made  of  the  abolition  crusade  an  engine  of  war- 
far-  a.gainst  republican  iiistitution.s.  In  other 
despotic  countries  of  Europe,  the  mania  of  nb- 
olitinn  has  run  its  career;  hut  in  Russia,  the 
maudlin,  mock  philanthropy  of  Uncle  Tom's  Cab 
in  is  an  unknown  disease.” 

"It  was  by  III,  (the  Czar’s)  AUBtTRATtox 
that  the  citizens  of  the  South  got  idemnitijfor  the 
slaves  who  were  'kidnapped  by  (.escaped  to— En.) 
the  British  in  the  last  war.” 

And  in  respect  to  a  rumor  that  Spain  contem¬ 
plated  some  measures  looking  towards  future 
emancipation  in  Cuba,  the  Union  says  : 

■*  If  the  rumor  shall  prove  to  be  well-found¬ 
ed.  the  high  position  taken  by  the  Executive 
will  be  put  to  a'severe  trial.  The  proximity  of 
this  island  to  our  Southern  coast— the  facility 
of  the  intercourse- the  character  of  the  popu¬ 
lation — the  position  of  the  island  with  regard 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi ;  these  and  oth¬ 
er  considerations  of  no  less  moment  at  once 
suggest  themselves  as  constituting  the  elements 
upon  which  our  policy  must  be  solved.  * 

*  ♦  It  is  nnquestion.ably  our  duty,  and 

we  certainly  hope  our  policy,  to  be  prepared 
with  one  voice  and  all  our  strength  to  prevent 
any  interference  in  that  quarter  which  threat¬ 
ens  the  happiness  and  permanence  of  our  gov¬ 
ernment.” 

So  then  even  foreign  nations  are  not  to  be 
alloived  to  promote  the  liberty  of  their  own  sub¬ 
jects  !  We  could  multiply  such  indications 
from  the  press  of  the  party  to  almost  any  ex¬ 
tent.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  its  spirit  is  in 
entire  harmony  with  tha  platform  of  the  party. 

Democrats  of  Maine ;  we  respectfully  ask 
you  to  consider  these  things  with  earnest  can¬ 
dor.  Has  not  the  party  departed  from  the 
principles  of  true  Democracy?  And  is  it  not 
incorporating  into  our  government  the  opposite 
elements  of  aristocracy,  monopoly,  consolida¬ 
tion  against  Stale  rights,  of  oppression  and  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  rights  of  man  !  Is  it  not  yielding 
too  far  to  the  slavery  tyranny  of  the  country 
for  the  sake  of  its  patronage  ?  We  ought  to  be 
advancing  to  a  higher  and  purer  democracy  than 
that  of  Jefferson  ; — there  ought  to  be  progress 
in  the  science  of  just  government.  But  have 
w-e  not  apostatized  wofuUy  far  from  the 
principles  and  policy  of  that  great  democratic 
statesman?  And  will  not  the  doctrines  and 
spirit  to  which  we  have  above  alluded  gradual¬ 
ly  work  the  corruption  and  subversion  of  free 
government  in  our  beloved  country?  We  be¬ 
lieve  it— we  seriously-  fear  it.  The  party  is 
drifting  down  the  turbid  current  of  despotism, 
and  must  carry  the  country  with  it  if  not  cor¬ 
rected.  We  appeal  to  you  to  aid  us  in  our 
great,  regenerating  work,  now  so  auspiciously 
begun. 

And  the  only  possible  way  to  effect  it  is  for 
each  democrat,  as  a  responsible  man,  to  take 
his  stand  immoveably  at  the  Ballot-box  against 
such  doctrines  as  now  enter  into  the  basis,  and 
appear  in  the  nominations  of  that  party.  All 
else  is  hut  a  barrier*of  straw  which  the  first  rush 
of  the  current  will  sweep  away.  So.  long  ex¬ 
perience  has  proved.  The  course  of  the  party 
is  downward  and  no  power  within  can  turn  it 
back.  Every  attempt  has  signally  failed. 

Wo  seek  not  to  tear  down  or  build  up  parties 
e.Yoept  as  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  success 
of  right  principles.  The  expansion  and  integ¬ 
rity  of  the  Democratic  Idea  having  no  security 
in  either  of  the  old  parties,  a  Free  Democratic 
party  was  inevitable.  It  goes  where  deraoorat- 
ic  principles  lead,  and  has  80  presse!  directly  in 
its  support.  To  its  Platform  and  Candidates 
your  impartial  attention  is  invited.  Where  do 
you  find  your  own  opinions  and  heart's  emo¬ 
tions  best  represented  r  Where,  the  great  prin¬ 
ciples  of  English  and  American  Liberty  ? — 
Where,  the  Declaration,  the  Constitution,  and 
sound  democratic  Policy  ?  Where  honor,  just¬ 
ice,  Christianity?  There  is  true  MTsdom.— 
There  let  your  Ballot  go.  A  few  thousand  more 
permanent  votes  for  the  Free  Democracy  would 
turn  the  public  influence  of  this  State  towards 
Universal  Liberty,  while  it  is  now  a  tributary 
to  tyranny.  We  have  lead  the  World  in  one 
great  measure  of  Righteous  Government — the 
Maine  Law  ;  may  we  win  the  imperishable  hon 
or  of  leading  in  another  no  .less  beneficent  and 
patriotic. 

Slavery  is  corrupting  abd  destroying  our  great 
experiment  of  Republicanism.  Let  it  be  turn¬ 
ed  back  and  broken  by  emancipating  the  Na¬ 
tion  from  its  control,  and  consecrating  it  to 
Fieedom  only,  and  no  despotism  on  earth  could 
long  withstand ‘its  peaceful  influence.  For  the 
bleeding  slaves  for  whom  “Uncle  Tom’s  Cabin” 
so  eloquently  pleads,  for  our  country — our 
whole  country,  and  for  tile  oppressed  masses  of 
mankind  we  appeal  to  you  for  your  robust  aid. 
God  commands,  and -Humanity  entreats.

Lexwgtov,  Ky.,  Inly  14,  1853. 

Dear  Bro.  Willey. — V\  hen  I  last  avrote 
you,  I  expected  to  have  heeu  in  Maine  ere  tliis, 
but  business  has  unexpectedly  callei  me  to 
this  land  of  bondage— and  for  the  present  I 
must  abandon  the  idea  of  seeing  my  friends  in 
the  “  pine  tree  State.”  W e  left  Cincinnati  last 
Monday  noon,  and  came  down  the  Ohio  river 
as  far  as  Louisville  ;  spent  one  day  in  looking 
about  that  city.  Louisville  is  rather  a  fine 
town  of  some  seventy-five  thousand  inhabi¬ 
tants, rapidly  inerensing  in  population  and  com¬ 
mercial  importance,  but  w  anting  in  that  jiir  of 
neatness  that  characterizes  our  western  and 

Leaving  Louisville  yesterday  mornina  in  the 
early  train  of  oars,  we  came  on  as  far  as  Frank¬ 
fort,  the  Capital  of  the  State.  Frankfort  is 
what  a  western  man  w-oiild  ball  a  miserable 
one  horse  town.  It  has  a  population  of  about 
five  thousand;  the  only  things  of  interest  that 
we  found  there  were  the  blackberries  on  the 
surrounding  hills,  which,  we  found  in  rich 
abundance  ;  and  tlie  cemetery.  The  cemetery 
is  one  of  the  most  beautifully  located  and 
tastefully  laid  out  of  any  we  have  seen  in  the 
eountry.  Mt. Auburn  is  more  extensive,  huf 
not  more  romantic  and  beautiful.  We  reached 
it  from  the  city  by  a  long,  narrow,  winding 
path  cut  out  of  the  lime-stone.  ■  A  part  of  the 
way  the  ascent  was  very  abrupt,  up  steps  cut 
in  the  solid  lime-stone,  and  we  wondered 
while  clambering  up  the  hill,  how  the  citizens 
pound  access  to  the  grounds  with  their  dead; 
but  having  reached  the  summit  all  was  made 
plain.  A  beautiful  carriage  road  -wound 
around  the  hill  in  another  direction,  which 
made  the  ascent  not  at  all  difficult.  While  ad¬ 
miring  the  picture  spread  out  before  us,  the 
beautiful  Kentucky  river  winding  along  sever¬ 
al  hundred  feet  below,  with  its  rich  valley 
stretching  off  as  far  as  the  eye  could  extend, 
■we  were  told  by  our  guide  that  we  were  stand¬ 
ing  almost  upon  the  grave  of  Daniel  Boone. 
A  little  to  our  left  were  two  green  mounds, 
where  we  were  told  rested  the  bold  Pioneer 
and  her  whom  he  had  chosen  to  make  with 
him, the  voya  ge  of  life.  No  sculptured  marble 
marks  the  spot  where  the  old  hero  rests. — 
Three  noble  sycamores  wave  proudly  o’er  his 
grave,  around  which  they  have  planted  the 
canobrake,  and  wild  vines,  and  flowers  of  va¬ 
rious  kinds.  His  resting  place  is  on  tlie  very 
brink  of  the  hill,  over  looking  the  valley  of 
the  Kentucky,  the  scene  of  so  many  of  his 
great  adventures ;  a  more  appropriate  spot 
could  not  have  been  chosen.  Near  by  is  the 
grave  of  Richard  M.  Johnson,  over  which 
Kentucky  has  erected  a  beautiful  marble  mon¬ 
ument,  with  this  insoriplioH  : 

“  To  the  memory  of  Col.  Richard  M  John¬ 
son,  a  faithful  public  servant,  for  nearly  half  a 
century  a  member  of-  the  Kentucky  Legisla¬ 
ture,  and  representative  and  senator  in  ilie 
Congress  of  the  UnitedStates.  Author  of  tho 
Sunday  Mail  Report,  and  of  the  laws  abolish¬ 
ing  imprisonment  for  debt  in  Kentucky  and 
the  United  ^tates.  Distinguished  for  his  valor 
as  Col.  of  a  Kentucky  regiment  at  the  battle  of 
the  Thames.  For  four  years  Yice  President  of 
the  United  Slates.  Kentucky,  his  native  State, 
to  mark  the  sense  of  his  eminent  service  in  tlie 
cabinet  and  in  tlie  field,  has  erected  this  mon¬ 
ument  in  the  resting  place  of  her  illustrious 

1  have  not  time  to  apeak  of  another  splendid 
monument  recently  erected  by  the  State  in 
honor  of  Kentucky's  heroes  who  fell  in  Mexi¬ 
co.  After  visiting  tlie  State  House,  Peniten¬ 
tiary  and  other  public  buildings,  we  took  the 
evening  train  of  cars  for  this  place.  This  is 
said  to  lie  the  prettiest  place  in  the  State;  the 
surrounding  country  is  by  far  the  loveliest  that 
I  have  yet  seen.  We  walked  out  to  Ashland, 
last  evening,  and  had  a  view  of  the  place  by 
moonlight.  Mrs  Clay  stiU  resides  there,  and 
is  enjoy  ing  very  good  health.  One  of  Clay  s 
sous  is  still  living  here  and  is  said  to  be  a  man 
of  marked  ability. 

Having  learned  to-day  that  there  was  to  be  a 
political  gathering  some  six  miles  out.  we  took 
a  horse  and  buggy  and  rode  out  to  see  the  fun.

Preliminary  Remark.-  The  writer  has  been 
engaged  in  fanning  ahout  half  a  century  Most 
of  this  time  he  has  owned  and  cultivated  with 
his  own  hands  a  small  farm.  He  has  found  it 
to  he  a  very  ple-asant  situation  ;  better  fitted  for 
improvement—  by  experience  and  observation 
than  in  cases  where  the  management  of  a  large 
farm  devolves  upon  the  husbandman.  And  as 
he  has  been  profited  by  the  writings  of  others, 
he  may  ne  able  to  import  some  instruction  to  his 
fellow-laborers,  promising  that  brevity  will  be 
studied  as  much  ns  pos.sible. 

In  conducting  the  farming  business  success, 
fully,  three  things  are  requisite  :  A  due  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  value  of  Land  ;  Method  of  cul¬ 
tivation  ;  and  the  adaptation  of  crops  to  the 
soil  and  climate 

A  correct  idea  of  the  value  of  the  different 
kinds  of  land  will  he  the  subject  of  the  present 
number.  And  in  order  to  bring  the  subject  di- 
rec'ly  before  the  minds  of  our  readers,  we  pro¬ 
pose  the  following  mathematical  questions  for 
their  consideration  : 

A  and  B  own  each  a  farm  of  100  acres  with 
buildings,  fences,  Stc.,  of  equal  value.  But  ,4. 
with  the  same  dressing  and  labor  can  realize  a 
crop  of  25  per  cent  more  than  B.  It  coals  B 
200  dollars  per  year  to  carry  on  his  farm.  His 
net  profits  are  75  dolls,  pe-year,  and  he  can 
have  2,000  dollars  for  his  farm.  What  is  A’s 
farnl  -worth  I 

Again  —  C  has  two  parcels  of  grass  land 
which  he  wishes  to  improve  One  parcels 
yields  1  ton  per  acre;  the  other  produces  J  ton 
to  the  acre  which  would  he  doubled-by  culti¬ 
vation.  Which  parcel  is  the  most  profitable  to 
dress  ? 

Similar  questions  might  be  proposed  but  the 
foregoing  are  sufficient  for  our  present  purpose

Iniproviiis  Native  Kheep 

When  [  removcil  to  this  countiy  and  eom- 
tnenced  clearing  up  the  I'anri  on  winch  I  now 
reside,  in  18111, 1  hronglit  a  small  Hock  of 
sheep  with  me;  the  place  was  new  and 
;  mostly  woods,  and  the  sheep  for  a  iitimher 
of  years  ranged  princ.ipallv  in  the  woods; 
but  they  did  widl,  and  niy  dock  increased 
finely.  I  procured  the  best  buck  1  cOnId 
obtain  for  tlie  pnr[iose  of  improving  the 
quafity  of  the  wonl,  tor  niy  flock  were  of  the 
small,  thin  wooled,  naked  bellied  kind.  J  caii- 
timted  this^conrse,  and  did  not  change  niy 
nock  for  25  years.  I  found  that  the  nnatitv 
of  my  wool  was  considerahly  improved  ntnl 
the  quantity  nearly  doubled.  Still  it  was 
mieveii  some  fine  and  some  quite  coarse 
and  heavy,  I  came  to  the  eoiiclnsioii  that  I 
could  not  succeed  in  tliis  way  in  getting  a 
nock  of  fine  wooIetJ  £j)ieep,  and  conclndpd 
1  would  sell  out  and  start  anew  ;  which  1  diil 
I  think  in  1846.  I  then  bought  n  few  ewes, 
selectetf  by  a  man  of  discriniinaiiMg.|ndginoiit 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  flock  for  profit. 
They  were  hnrdy.thick  wooled  and  even, with 
no  long,  course  wool  on  the  thighs, and  of 
medium  fineness,  rather  sliort  legged  anil 
large,  round  and  reninrkahly  heavy  for  their 
appearance, with  sufficient  gum  to  give  them 
a  rather  black  appearance.  I  pnrclm.sed 
ten  ewes  from  that  flock,  and  then  procured 
the  best  buck  that  conid  be  found  atiswering 
the  same  general  description  except  Some¬ 
what  finer  wooleil.  Last  spring  I  sheared 
24— (my  son  having  taken  part  of  them  to 
another  farm)— the  aiiiotmt  of  well  washed 
wool  was  106  Ills.  I  carried  ten  fleeces  to 
the  factory  to  he  worked  into  cloth  which 
weighted  38Ibs. ;  and  14fleec  sisold,  which 
weighed  68  lbs. ;  at  44  cents  per  lb.,  amount¬ 
ing  (0  I29.-02,  or  $2.14  per  each  fleece. 

I  have  taken  no  extra  care  of  my  sliee[i. 
Last  winter,  with  all  its  scarcity,  they  were 
kept  in  an  open  field  witliniit  any  shelter.  A 
small  quantity  of  grain  was  givCn  them  daily 
-^about  two  quarts  of  coni  or  cob  meal.  My 
full  grown  wethers  .sheared  6  Ihs.,  and  ewes 
5  lbs.  10  of  the  24  were  yearlings.  From 
the  little  experienpc  that  I  have  had  in  the 
sheep  business,  I  am  confident  tbat  fanners, 
with  proper  attention,  may  in  a  few  years 
succeed  in  obtaining  a  flock  of  sheep  from 
their  own  raising,  that  cannot  be  iijncli  im¬ 
proved  by  the  introduction  of  any  foreign 
importations.  —  Ohio  Cultivator.

Tt  is  much  to  be  regretted  lhat  the  necess¬ 
ity  and  the  duty  of  care  anil  kindness  to  the 
injured  horses,  should  not  be  more  deeply 
impressed  upon  the  public  mind.  We  are 
daily  pained  to  see, upon  the  breast  and  shoul¬ 
ders  of  horses  employed  upon  the  cannl.s,  the 
most  revolting  exhibitions  of  larcerateii  flesh, 
caused  by  the  harness.  To  subject  to  service 
a  helpless  animal,  under  such  circumstances 
is  more  than  cruel,  —  is  is  biirbaroiis.  A 
vast  proportion  of  this  injury  and  suffering, 
we  think  entirely  needless, — that  is,  it  might 
easily  have  been  greatly  mitigated,  or  whol¬ 
ly  avoided.  I  have  within  a  few  years  past,* 
published  a  remedy  for  galls  on  horses,  and 
urgently  invited  attention  to  it,  on  the  part 
of  those  who  might  be  interested;but  fear  the 
advice  has  not  been  heeded. 

When  a  young  horse  is  fir.st  broken  to  the 
harness,  or  when  a  horse  accustomed  to  the 
harness  has  been  lying  still  for  a  conside¬ 
rable  time,  the  breast  and  back  will  be  ten¬ 
der. — The  use  of  the  saddle  and  collar  then, 
if  the  weather  be  warm,  will  easily  scald  the 
part,  and  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  induce 
abrasion.  To  prvent  these  results,  the  parts 
should  be  toughened  hefore  use,l)y  the  ap[)li- 
eation  of  whiskey,  saturated  with  alum. 

The  breast  and  back  of  a  colt,  or  of  a  horse 
that  has  Iain  idle  for  a  while, should  he  bathed 
with  this  wash  three  or  four  times  a  day  be¬ 
fore  applying  the  harness.  It  will  so  tough¬ 
en  the  skin  as  wholly  to  prevent,  or  greatly 
diminish  the  hazard  of  gai  ling.  And  if  under 
any  cireinnsances,  a  gall  upon  the  horse  has 
unfortunataly  occurred, the  applic.ation  of  this 
remedy  has  been  found  to  effect  a  cure,  even 
under  the  necessities  of  cotiniiedand  constant 
service.  In  tlie  use  of  horses  to  a  great  extent, 
for  many  years,  I  have  applied  no  other  rem¬ 
edy,  and  have  invariably  realized  satisfactory 
results.  Every  farmer  should  keep  'in  bis 
stable,  a  bottle  of  this  mixture,  and  if  his 
horses  are  sound,  use  it  occasionally  to  keep 
them  so. — and,  if  injured,  use  it  to  effect  a 
cure.

A  yoiitig  man  in  Ireland  committed  a  mur¬ 
der  ill  fifarch,  1833.  He  was  afterwards 
tried  at  Kilkenny  and  pronoiineed  by  the 
jury  to  be  guilty. 

“Yes,  my  lord,”  said  the  prisoner,  “I  am 
gitity.”  and  pointing  to  hi.s  mother,  a  woman 
of  more  than  eighty  years  of  age.  ivho  stood 
by,  be  said :  “She  was  the  cause  of  it.  She 
bad  agreed  beforelmnd  for  the  price  of  the 
blood  of  Mr.  Lotiavi', — the  man  who,  ac¬ 
cording  to  tliat  agreement,  was  to  be  mur¬ 
dered  by  her  son. — -She  watched  for  the 
coming  of  the  unfortunate  and  iinsmspecling 
man,  and  when  she  saw  him  approaching, 
she  handed  her  -son  the  pistol  with  which  to 
take  his  life.  He  instinctively  shrunk  hack, 
saying, — “How  can  1  rniirner  the  poor  gen¬ 
tleman  ?”  His  mother  handed  him  the  whisky 
bottle,  wliich  she  hud  got  for  the  occasion, 
saying,  “Take  that.”  He  took  it,  shot  the’ 
man,  and  was  hanged. 

Aiu'lher  young  man,  who  had  committed 
a  crime  so  horrid  tbat  it  was  thought  to  be 
incredible,  was  asked  by  the  magistrate,  in 
bis  exaniinaiion,  how  it  was  possible  that  he 


many,  no  matter  in  what  condition  were  his 
horses,  would  be  severely  blamed  or  punish¬ 
ed  if  convicted  of  having  made  away  with 
even  the  smallest  portion  of  their  corn,  or 
of  having  neglected  to  litter  them  well ;  on 
the  other  he  is  not  answerable  for  their  sick¬ 
ness  or  death  if  he  can  show  that  it  has  not 
arisen  from  neglect  of  his.  In  Russia  it  is 
very  different ;  there  he  may  give  his  horses 
brick-bats  for  straw,  and  May-flies  instead  of 
oats,  so  long  as  they  look  and  work  well 
on  the  other  hand,  their  sickness  or  death 
are  his  fault,  though  twenty  physicians  cer¬ 
tify  to  the  contrary.  How  far  this  princi¬ 
ple  is  a  good  one  1  will  not  investigate  ; — 
what  is  certain  is,  that  it  leads  to  a  desired 
end.  An  officer  of  my  acquaintance  was 
travelling  in  charge  of  horses  belonging  to 
the  Emperor.  The  man  has  one  of  the  best 
and  kindest  hearts  under  the  sun,  and  yet  he 
confessed  to  me  that  often,  in  bad  weather, 
when  he  took  his  night’s  quarters  in  a  vil¬ 
lage,  and  no  straw  was  to  be  obtained,  he 
had  the.  tha  ch  taken  of  the  peasant’s  cot¬ 
tages.  “  It  grieved  me,”  he  said,  “to  see 
the  rain  pouring  into  the  people’s  beds,  but 
my  horses  must  have  dry  litter;  my  responsi¬ 
bility  wzs  at  stake.”  I  was  glad  the  houses 
were  covered  with  straw  instead  of  tiles, for 
I  firmly  believe  that,  in  the  latter  ease,  he 
would  have  taken  the  villager’s  bedding  to 
lay  under  his  horses.

We  fiail  the  following  article  in  the  Alba¬ 
ny  Cultivator.  It  is  valuable  as  furnishitig 
very  complete  directions  on  the  subject : 


We  have  cultivated  corn  for  fodder  for 
many  years,  and  find  it,  all  thing.s  consider¬ 
ed,  the  most  profitable  we  can  raise.  It  may 
be  sown  during  the  comparative  season  of 
leisure  just  after  corn  planting,  and  seenred 
at  the  next  season  of  leisure  just  after  haying 
and  harvesting.  After  rejieatedly  crojiping 
the  same  ground,  we  are  satisfied  that  it 
rather  enriches  than  impoverishes  the  land, 
no  grain  being  formed,  and  a  vast  bed  of 
roots  remaining.  Nothing  is  equal  to  it  for 
reducing  rough,  turfy,  weed  land,  to  a  state 
of  cleanliness  and  good  tilth,  We  believe  it 
the  best  fallow  crop  in  the  world  to  precede 
wheat. 

It  should  never  he  sown  broadcast,  Tlie 
imperfections  of  this  mode  are  the  chief 
reasons  that  the  crop  ha.s  not  become  more 
generally  introduced.  It  requires  more  seed 
and  leaves  the  ground  in  a  fouler  condition, 
than  when  sown  in  plowed  drills. — Wo  have 
tried  both  ways,  to  our  entire  .satisfaction,  as 
to  the  comparative  value  of  each.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  the  best  mode  for  sowing,  cultivat¬ 
ing,  and  securing  the  crop  : 

Plow  and  harrow  the  ground  as  for  any 
other  crop  :  furrow  it  with  a  one-horse  plow, 
three  feet  apa'rt ;  let  a  man  pass  along  one  of 
these  drills  with  a  half-biishel  basket  on  his 
left  arm  containing  sbellcd  corn,  and  strew 
the  seed  in  the  furrow  at  the  rate  of  about 
40  or  50  grains  to  a  foot,  which  will  be  about 
two  and  a  half  or  three  bushels  per  acre. 
He  will  do  this  evenly,  with  a  liille  practice, 
as  fast  as  he  can  walk.  Ifsowed  tliiuiier  the 
crop  will  be  smdler.-  -We  have  found,  by 
accurately  weighing  and  measuring,  that 
twenty  grains  to  the  fbot  yield  only  two- 
tbirds  the  crop  afforded  by  forty  grains  to  the 
foot,  Immediately  after  the  soiver,  follows 
a  man  with  a  one-boree  harrow  or  cultivator 
or  with  a  two  lior.se  barrow,  lengthwise  with 
the  furrow,  and  covers  the  seed.  Two,  men 
will  thus  plant  six  or  seven  acres  i  i  a  day. 

When  the  corn  is  six  inches  to  a  foot  high, 
run  a  one-horse  cultivator  between  tlie  rows. 
This  is  all  the  dressing  the  crop  needs.  No 
hoeing  is  necessary,  for  the  dense  growth 
soon  smothers  down  all  else  :  ‘h  tu®  au- 

tninn,  when  the  ci’op  is  cut  off,  the  earth  is 
left  as.clean  as  a  newly  plowed  field. 

It  is  to  be  harvested  about  the  first  of  au- 
tiiran.  If  the  crop  is  heavy  and  much  “lodg¬ 
ed,”  it  is  cut  by  reaping.  If  straightaud  even 
a  common  scytho  will  answer  the  purpose,  a 
little  practice  enabling  the  oprntor  to  filirow 
It  smoothly  with  the  heads  in  one  direction. 
After  fiartly  drying  for  a  day  oi’  two,  the  best 
way  is  to  tlo  it  in  bundles,  and  put  it  up  in 
large  shocks  although  rakmg  by  alinrse  into 
winrows  for  cocks,  niigiit  answer  well  for 
larae  fields.  It  must  dry  for  s  >nie  weeks.

The  m  ist  perfect  way  would  be  to  place  it 
in  small  .stacks  or  long  upright  rows,  under

The  liquor 
traffic  increases  the  power  of  temptation  to 
commit  crime  of  every  variety,  and  of  every 
degree  of  turpitude,  but  especially  the  crime 
of  drunkenness.

likely  to  drink  to  excess  where  the  traffic  i,s 
carried  on  than  where  it  is  not.’  Who  are 
the  men  that  are  forever  iclling  us  ihey  never 
let  a  man  have  liquor  who  gives  eviileuce  of 
having  had  enough Whose  Ini.-'iiiess  most 
endangers  ragn  on  this  point  ?  Whose  traffic 
most  increases  the  power  of  temptation  to 
drink  too  much  -  Who  are  most  f’requeinly 
under  the  necessity  of  offending  driinkarda, 
by  refusing  to  let  them  have  any  more  ? 
Who  are  oltene.st  boasting  nf  their  virtue  in 
this  matter  of  refusing  to  take#  man’s  inony, 
for  fear  of  making  him  drunk  ?  Who  will  say, 
after  reading  tliese  qiiestious,  that  the  liquor 
traffic  do.se  not  increase  the  power  of  temjita- 
tion  to  cotiiinit  the  crime  of  drunkenness .’

We  have  seen  what  strikes  us  to  be  a  val¬ 
uable  and  very  neat  article  for  the  purposes' 
of  closing  gates  and  doors. 

_  In  coiisfruction,  it  is  extremely  simple 
eoiisisting  of  a  rod  fasteyed  perpendicularly 
to  the  casement  of  the  door,  and  a  working 
rod,  one  end  of  which  is  secured  to  thedoor 
by  means  of  a  screw,  and  the  other  end,  to 
which  is  attached  a  hall  with  a  groove  round 
its  ciiouinferance, resting  agaiust  the  perpen- 
dicidarrod.  Its  operation  is  a.s -follows:  when 
the  door  is  opened,  the  ball  rolls  up  the  rod 
fastened  to  the  casment,  and  as  soon  as  tho 
is  let  go,  the  hall  descends  from  its  own, 
weight  mid  closes  it  again. 

The  principle  of  gravitiition  made  use  of 
in  this  invention  is  readily  mulerstood.— 
When  this  door  is  closed,  the  ball  being  tho 
lowest  it  makes  the  pressure  greatest. — 
As  the  hall  ascends  ;  wlien  the  door  is 
opening,  the  pressure  decreases  proportion¬ 
ately,  until  it  reaches  an  altitude  that  in¬ 
verts  the  pressure  entirely,  and  liohls  (he 
door  open.
